To  those  persons  who  have  had  the  good 
fortune  to  live  in  the  city  of  Petersburg  and 
its  environs,  several  superior  opportunities  in 
culture,  employment,  and  associations  are 
offered.  There  is,  for  example,  Virginia 
State  College  with  its  well-trained  faculty, 
its  large  student  groups,  many  from  all  parts 
of  Virginia  and  the  surrounding  states,  and 
its  special  opportunity  for  training  at  low 
costs  to  those  in  the  college  community. 
There  is  Central  State  Hospital  with  its  num- 
erous job  opportunities,  and  the  Colony  for 
Feeble-Minded  Persons  with  employment 
possibilities.  Then  there  is  Fort  Lee,  which 
has  work  offerings  both  in  skilled  and  semi- 
ski I led  occupations . The  intermingling  and 
associations  of  these  several  groups  give  a 
city,  the  size  of  Petersburg,  some  definite 
superior  advantages. 

Along  with  these  advantages,  there  are 
opportunities  for  advancement  in  the  more 
important  positions  in  the  school  system 
which  came  earlier  than  simi  liar  advantages 


in  near-by  cities.  Petersburg  employed 
Negro  high-school  teachers  as  early  as  1832; 
whereas,  a near-oy  city  employed  its  first 
Negro  high-school  teachers  thirty-two  years 
later,  in  1915.  In  Petersburg,  high  school 
principals  were  given  employment  a long  with 
high  school  teachers.  Some  cities  in  Virginia 
employed  their  first  Negro  high  school 
principals  in  1938,  more  than  fifty  years 
after  Petersburg . 

Petersburg  is  this  year  beginning  the  high 
school  work  in  its  third  high  school  bui  Iding  . 
This  one,  modern  in  every  respect,  reflects 
the  later  trend  in  construction  and  appoint- 
ments. Here  the  idea  of  gracious  living  can 
be  most  fully  carried  out.  The  building  and 
program,  while  not  de-emphasizing  the  so- 
called  academic  subjects,  nevertheless,  are 
arranged  and  equipped  to  train  students  to 
become  trained  artisans  in  such  skills  as 
carpentry,  bricklaying,  radio  and  electrical 
repairwork,  auto  mechanics,  cabinet  mak- 
ing, and  beauty  culture. 

On  the  whole,  the  training  of  worthwhile 
citizens  for  Petersburg,  the  state,  and  nation^ 
whether  such  citizens  enter  higher  institutions 
or  enter  immediately  the  fields  of  labors, 
is  the  goal  of  Peabody  High  School;  it  is  using 
its  numerous  facilities  in  that  certain  di- 
rection .
